New York, Dec. 24.— Edward F. My- 
lius, the Englishm an convicted in lo n ­ 
don of libeling King George V. and 
sentenced to serve a year in prison, 
was ordered deported by the commis­ 
sioner of immigration at E llis Island. 
M ylius was held to be an undesirable 
alien and probably w ill return on the 
vessel which brought him here.

M ylius published a sensational story 
that the English sovereign had con­ 
tracted a morganatic marriage in M al­ 
ta in 1880. 
M ylius appealed from the decision 
and w ill be given another hearing.

The formal conference lasted only 


a quarter of an hour. 
The Turks 
listened to the proclamation of the 
fate of their European empire with­ 
out formal comment and asked for an 
adjournment until Saturday to consid­ 
er the allies’ demands. 


Assert Terms Impossible. 


In the informal conversation with

hour, they asserted that it would he 
impossible for them to accept such 
terms, but that statement is inev itable 
in meetings of this character and was 
expected. 
The allies w ill recognize the auton­ 
omy of Albania under the suzerainty 
j of the porte, but not its sovereignty. 
Albania will become what Crete was 
and what Egypt is in its relation to 
I Turkey. The sultan will be the nom- 
I inal ruler, but without political, ad- 
1 m lnistrative or m ilitary power. 
He 
w ill have the right to raise* hts flag in 
Albania and appoint a resident gov­ 
ernor, but only for the purpose of rati­ 
fying the decisions of the local gov­ 
ernment.
